palmitoleat e , ol e at e , linol e at e , linol e nate, and arachidonat e . 

2. (Original) The method according to claim 1 , wherein said ectoparasites 
are selected from the group consisting of lice, mites, ticks, and fleas. 

3. (Original) The method according to claim 2, wherein the subject is a 
mammal. 

4. (Original) The method according to claim 3, wherein the mammal is a 
human and the ectoparasites are head lice.

the group consisting of consisting of myristat e , laurat e , palmitate, stearate, arachidat e , 
b e h e nat e , lignoc e rate, palmitol e at e , ol e ate, linol e at e , linol e nate, and arachidonat e ; 

and wh e rein further th e ectoparasites are killed by dehydration following stripping 

of wax from their cuticles. 

13. (Original) The method according to claim 12, wherein said ectoparasites 
are selected from the group consisting of lice, mites, ticks, and fleas. 
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14. (Original) The method according to claim 13, wherein the subject is a 
mammal. 

15. (Original) The method according to claim 14, wherein the mammal is a 
human and the ectoparasites are head lice.
